Those who stand well in 
their classes will be asked to assist those of 
their brawny brethren who do not rank so high 
on the record books than have to do with 
grades. General application of this sort of 
theory would automatically eliminate much of 
the justifiable criticism now directed at college 
athleties. 

The college, in other words, has the mat- 
ter of preventing undue attention to athletics 
in its grasp and ean handle it satisfactorily if 
it chooses. It need only insist on a decent 
scholastic standing from its athletes. Other 
things being equal, there can be no objection 
to enthusiastie participation in sports on the 
part of college boys. Sport has its well recog- 
nized place in the development of brains and 
character, and nobody wants it slighted any 
more than anybody should desire it so stressed 
as to leave other legitimate collegiate activities 
hopelessly in the shade. The matter will adjust 
itself rather well whenever a great majority 
of the universities and colleges set up and ad- 
here to proper scholastic standards for all their 
students, athletes included.

Accidents in the Home 
(Oakland Tribune) 

According to the National Safety Council, 
last year less than 8,000 persons lost their lives 
in railroad accidents, while 20,000 persons were 
killed in accidents at home. Some of the com- 
monest household dangers are tabulated. 

A slippery floor, a rug over which one may 
‘trip, and lack of a steady step ladder are often 
the cause of accidents, the council says, and 
it continues: ‘‘Sinee pictures have to be taken 
down and curtains hung, fragile chairs or a 
box or a barrel, perhaps piled with books, are 
pressed into use with dire results. Recently a 
woman was killed by an electric shock from 
standing on a radiator to examine an electric 
wall bracket, and her husband was killed ‘the 
same way in demonstrating how the accident 
happened to his wife. Poorly lighted steps, icy 

porches, the soapy bathtub and toys and books 
left lying on the floor account for other mis- 
haps. 

Ranking second to falls in home accidents 
are those due to burns and sealds. ‘* Mothers 
still think they can go up or downstairs with 
baby on one arm and a kettle of hot water 
in the other hand.’’ 

The proper construction of homes, it is sug- 
gested, would greatly tend to reduce accidents. 
‘Rough floors are dangerous, and winding 
stairs, though artistic, are often deadly. Heat- 
ing and cooking equipment is frequently not 
properly installed; gas and electric installa- 
tion is often carelessly done. Another source 
of danger is the light fixture within reach of 
one standing in the bathtub.”’ 

Upon perusing the National Safety Coun- 
eil’s remarks on this subject ‘the realization 

dawns on one that one must be keenly vigilant 
ie and always circumspect, for danger perpetual- 
‘ly hovers around one. Slippery floors are’ dan- 
gerous. And rugs are ditto. 

What is it that one must do?

The court decided that it was not gaming un- 
less the races were actually run, and ‘that the 
only proof of such running must be eye-wit- 
nesses. So long as the policemen who made the 
arrests did not see the horses run, some 700 
miles away, there was no proof of actual gam- 
bling, the court said. 

It is just such absolutely silly decisions as 
that which have given the American people 
contempt for the courts. The purpose of the 
statute is to stop gambling. lis evils are great. 
The whole nation suffers from them. Especial- 
ly betting on horse races and other forms of 
sports is demoralizing to youth, who waste 
their time and money and are often led into 
stealing and defaleation. The court must have 
been perfectly aware of the purpose of the law, 
also ‘that its spirit and object were violated by 
the laying of bets, no matter whether any act- 
ual races were run or not, or where it was 
done. 

Gambling can be carried on without any 
race at all to base it on. Anything whatever 
can be assumed to be such a race and used as 
such for the purpose of laying bets. It has 
been done repeatedly. Without question such 
betting is fully as bad as wagering on an actual 
race, whether the result of the race is known 
by actual eyesight or by telegraph, We need 
that in administering our laws more attention 
be paid to their spirit, in an effort to make 
them accomplish what was intended by their 
enactment, and less to the technical details of 
‘their violation and steps taken for punishment 
of the violators.

Illiteracy In California 
(Oakland Tribune) 

In its current number the Sierra Educa- 
tional News notes with considerable satisfac- 
tion, as well it may, that during 1926 Cali- 
fornia reached the highest place of all the 
states in the Union in the support of public 
libraries, the amount spent being $1.08 per 
capita. 

In its process of ‘‘stock-taking,’’? however, 
the journal deplores the fact that in the mat- 
ter of illiteracy California, which leads the na- 
tion also in support of education, stands 
twenty-second in rank. ‘ During the period 
1910 to 1920, the editorial points out, we made 
practically no progress in the elimination of

His people filtered back 
through the American’ strong 
points, for the marines did not hold 
a continuous line; isolated posi- 
tious were connected by patrols 
and machine-guns laid for inter- 
locking fire. 

At the southern angle of Hill 142 
the Forty-ninth company put out 
a listening post—one man down the 
slope a little way, to watch for 
visitors. In the night there was 
a tramping, a grunt, and one scream 
—“Boche!”—At once the hill 
blazed into action—-weary men, 
overspent, they fired into the dark 
until their pleees were hot. And 
after, they found the listening post 
fellow, bayoneted, And down the 
hill a little huddle of new dead. 
Not all tae rifle-fire had gone 
astray.
